LARGE AUDIENCE HEARD 
INTERESTING ADDRESS 


Fall of House and Gallery Filled 
- (withe: Thowe “Concerned ‘About 
the Measure—Carefully: Pre- 
 -pired Argument on an 
Important Question.

Before an attentive and apprectative au- 
dience which filled the hall of the house 
of represéntatives, and, in part, the gal- 
lery, Major J. F. Hanson, of Macon, one 
of Georgia's most prominent business men 
and manufacturers, delivered an address 
last night’ on the proposed labor legisla- 
tion pending before the present general 


assembly. 

It was shortly after 8 o’clock when the 
address was begun, and at that time 
members of the legislature and othets in- 
terested in the discussion were still gath- 


ering. 
On the speaker's stand with Major Han- 


son were Hon. Clark Howell, president 
of ..e senate, and Hon. J. D. Howard, 
speaker pro tem. of the house, Speaker 


Morris being absent. 

Major Hanson's address was made on 
official invitation from the house, which, 
by resolution, extended to him the use 
of the hall. After being introduced to 
the audience by Mr. Howell, Major Han- 
son began his address. He said: 

“The opponents of child labor have 
demanded of the legislature at every ses- 
sion for several years the enactment of 
laws that will prevent children under 
12 years of age from working in cotton 
mills. They. also desire to restrict the 

employment of children under 14 years 
of age by requiring that in advance of 
employment* they shall furnish certifi- 
cates that they have attended school six 
out of the preceding twelve months. They 
furthermore propose to inflict upon these 
mills the. pains and penalties provided for 
the violation of the law, which would in- 
volve the transfer of parental] responsi- 
bility to tHe mills, and parental author- 
ity in the government of children to the 


state. 
“The advocates of this legislation may 
be classified as follows: 

‘1 Well meaning men and women who 
look only at the employment of children 
without considering the necessity there- 
for, and from sympathy for them by rea- 
son of their unfortunate condition, pro- 
pose to prohibit their employment. 

“9 Those who desire to restrict the sup- 
ply of cotton mill labor and otherwise 
embarrass cotton mills of this and other 
southern states. 

“g Demagogues of all ruces, sexes and 
classes who are ready at all times to take 
any side of any question if it promises 
personal prominence, preferment or 

rofit. 

R “Whether they have so intended or not, 
they have created the impression upon 
the public mind.that tiic cotton mills 
aro in favor of child labor as an original 
proposition, and are seeking to encourage 
and promote it. In view of this impres- 
sion, which is false, I appear before you 
by request of the Georgia Industrial As- 
sociation, composed almost entirely of 
cotton mill representatives, to discuss Tits 
question specifically in its relationship to 
our cotton mills, and broadly as a social 
problem. It has never been discussed here 
otherwise than as a sentimental question. 
The facts that make child labor necessary 
have been overlooked -or ignored, and the 
remedies proposed for the evil are there- 
fore entirely impractical and itnadquate. 


Character of Managers. 


“The manager of every cotton miil in 
Georgia in known to some member of 
the legislature. Of the character of these 
men you are therefore informed, They 
know more of the child labor question 
than thé representatives of any of our 
Other interests, because they have been 
dealing with it longer, and are qualitied 
to counsel intelligently with the legisia- 
ture and the people generally touchin 
this question. If they are brutes a 
monsters, as some would have you be-

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NEGRO EDITORS 
MOVED 10 WRATH 


Fietce Resolutions Adopted al 
Lovisville Meeting, 


The Editors Allege That Malignant 
Efforts Are Being Made To me. 
press. the Negroes—Suf- 
rage Laws of South 

Mentioned. 


Louisville, Ky., June 2%.—At the an- 
nual session of the Afro-American Press 
Association, held today, ‘a strong address, 
dealing with the race question, was 
unamimously adopted for issuance to the 
country at large. The address calls on 
the people to enforce the principles of 
g00d government in the present crisis in 
the history of the Afro-American people 
when a systematic and thoroughly or- 
ganized movement, begun in 1868, is work- 
ing with malicious and malignant intent 
to utterly destroy the political and civil 
rights of those for whom we stand, in 
some part, as spokesmen. 

“We resent the [reiterated statement 
that .this is.a ‘whif? man’s country.’ It 
was made in its eption and develop- 
ment by all of its people, irrespective of 
race, and the federal constitution specifi- 
cally places all of its citizens on equal- 
ity before the law. 

“The persistent effort which has been 
made and is being made to nullify the 
suffrage guarantees of the fourteenth and 
fifteenth amendments to the federal con- 
stitution is fraught with as much dan- 
ger:to the peace and security of the fed- 
eral union as was the effort to hitch 
slayery upon the constitution of the 
country prior to 1860. 

“We again direct attention to the ef- 
fect produced by the license of the mob 
spirit. Wedo this not because we are 
the victims in most part of this license, 
but because it has become a national 
problem with which the nation, in its pub- 
lice opinion and its law, must deal or 
ultimately go down to ruin in the mad 
overfiow Of anarchism. It is a national 
problem in which we have only coordi- 
nate interest.” 

The address closes with an indorsement 
of President Roosevelt's attitude on this 
and other questions affecting public mo- 
rality. 

The meeting was presided Over by Cy- 
rus Field Adams, assistant register of the 
treasury. 

The following officers were elected: C., 
F. Adams, Chicago, president; William 
A. Pledger, editor of Atlanta Age, At- 
lanta, Ga., vice president; Emmett J.

Columbus, Ga., June 29.—(Special.)—~ 
John Cash, a white man about 40 years 
old, was probably fatally shot by Henry 
White; colored, at a negro church § miles 
west of Hamilton, near Five Points, in 
Harris county, yesterday. 

Cash went to the church drunk, ang 
began raising a disturbance, when White 
shot him sévén times with a pistol, nearly 
all the bulletg taking effect. The latest 
afivices from his bedside were that he 
would probably dle. 

The negro congregation became greatly 
excited and it is said that something like 
five hundred shots were fired. although 
Cash was the only person injured so far 
as reported, 

It is a singular coincidence that White's 
father, Henry White, Sr., once killed & 
white man.. It is said that the white man 
was one of a party trying to whitecap 
him. 

Should Cash die there will hardly be any 
trouble, on account of the peculiar cir- 
cumstancés under which he was shot.

With her husband dangefously il] from 
an attack of appendicitis, 800 miles from 
medical aid, the wife of Dr. W. H. Lo- 
ean, of this city, acting under the in- 
structions of the feeble patient, before he 
succumbed. to the anaesthetic, cut away 
his vermiform appendix, performing the 
dangerous operation so successfully that 
he soon rallied and she was able to have 
him conveyed to a point where surgical 
aid could be had.

by Dr. J. 8. Phillips, physician at t 
plant, the antics of two men on 
elevator who were intoxicated, caused 
disaster.

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Sednes of Labors of Founder of Meth- 
odisin Are Marked by Hands of 
‘His Followers—Great Crowds 
Attended Yesterday’s 
Exercises. 


Savannah, Ga., June 29.—(Special.)—To- 
day marked the close of the bicentennial 
celebration of the birth of John Wesley. 
Since last Thursday the people of Savan- 
nah, Specially the Methodista, and 
many visitors have been deeply interested 
in the elaborate programme that was ar- 
ranged for the celebration and which has 
now been auspiciously concluded. All who 
participated entered enthusiastically into 
the celebration, giving expression to that 
love and esteem in which the memory of 
Wesley, the founder. of the Methodist 
eburch in America, is held. 

Yesterday was the natal day of Wesley 
and was marked by pleasing exercises and 
by sermons in the various Methodist 
churches of the city by men high in the 
church, but for outward show and for 
lasting expression of veneration for the 
name of Wesley today surpassed it. The 
unveiling of the bronze tablets marking 
spots where Wesley labored during his 
siay in Savannah during the first few 
years of the city’s infancy had been re- 
served for the concluding day of the cele- 
bration. 

For two or three days the tablets had 
been in position, but veiled, and there was 
a curiosity felt about the 
thac added to the nobler motive of the 
more earnest. The result was a monster 
throng at the three places where the un- 
veiling occurred. The crowd was ofrder- 
ly and serious and there was no disturb- 
ing element to mar the crowning observ- 
ance of those who had gathered to do 
honor to the memory of Wesley. 

With services at Trinity church at ll 
o'clock this morning the day’s exercises 
began. There an address upon “The 
Coetaneous Rise of Methodist and Anglo- 
Saxony Supremacy’’ was delivered by 
Rev. Dr. J. F. Goucher, of Baltimore, 
president of the Woman's college of that 

Upon the conclusion of the masterful 
address and of the brief services the as- 
semblage moved out of the church and 
proceeded in a body to the corner of Bay 
ahd Bull streets, where, on the Bull strec* 
sidé of ths United States custom house, 
one of the bronzé tablets was placed. 

There. three little girls performed the 
office of unveiling. They were Misses 
Julia Louise Smith, Alfia Jackson and 
Sarah Carson, daughters of well-known 
Methedists of the city.. They drew away 
the ribbons which withdrew from the 
astablet. the obscuring flags of the United 
States and Great Britain,: while’ one of 
the hymns of Charles Wesley, the famous 
hymnist, was sung. 

The unveiled tablet was then revealed, 
bearing the following inscription: 


John Wesley. 
On this spot, where stood the 
First public building erected in 
Georgia, John Wesley preached 
His first sermon on American soil, 
March 7, 1736 (OS). 
Text—I Corinthians XIII. 


This tablet commemorates the bi- 
centennary of his birth, 
June 28, 1908,

This 
was the postoffice, which stands upon the 
gite of the first court house and church 
of the early colonists. From this tablet, 
as from the others, the flags were with- 
drawn by the little girls, to the accom- 
paniment of the hymn and the ceremony 
wae then over. 

Authority from the government, by act 
of congress, the passage of which was 
secured by Senator Bacon, was obtained 
for the tablets to appear upon the cus- 
tom house and the postoffice.

Fearful of Failure.

County School Commissioner Johngon is 
thinking of calling the county school 
board together to consider the matter. 
Fortunately for the schools, all the pres- 
ent white teachers of thé county already 
have licenses. This was the year for 
practically all the colored teachers of the 
county to be reexamined for license, How- 
ever, of white applicants who stood the 
examination this year all were Ala- 
bamans éxcept one.

DEMANDS MADE 
BY BRICKLAYERS 


Augusta Contractors Served 
with Notices--Strike Is 
Threatened, 


Augusta, Ga., June 29.—(Special.)—The 
bricklayers and plasterers and stone ma- 
sons No. 2, of Georgia, the local unions 
of these trades in Augusta, have served 
copies on the contractors of Augusta of 
a contract the latter are required to sign. 

It provides first for an increase in wages 
of 35 cents per hour for second grade and 
40 cents for first grade work; second, for 
the steward and deputy of the union to 
inspect working cards without interfer- 
ence from ‘bosses; third, work begun by 
non-union men can only be finished by 
union workmen with consent of union and 
at 60 cents per hour; fourth, provides dou- 
ble pay for work on legal holidays and 
Sundays; fifth, sixth and seventh cover 
matters of administrative detail; eighth, 
fixes nine hours as a day’s work; ninth, 
demands that bosses over bricklayers shall 
be practical bricklayers; tenth, provides 
that any workman required to loose time 
waiting on material or other workmen 
must be paid as if working; eleventh, fixes 
eight hours’ work with nine hours’ pay 
on Saturday; twelfth, thirteenth and four- 
teenth, restrict contractors to employment 
of union men and provides for execution 
of foregoing contract between contractors 
and cotnmittee of the union. 

Every contractor has been served with 
a copy of foregoing contract and it is 
stated that if their demands are not com- 
plied with every union mason in Augusta 
will strike and all brick and stone work in 
the city will stop..

Answers Dr: Broughton in a 


-Denunciatory Card to 
Press,

In a card in which are made charges 
caustic and highly sensational, Thomas 

. Felder answers the attack made on 
him Sunday night by Rev. Len G. 
Broughton from the pulpit of the Taber- 
nacle Baptist church. Mr. Felder indulges 
im a terrific denunciation of the minister 
and refers to him in terms unmistekable. 

Mr. Felder reiterates all statements he 
made in reference to Dr. Broughton m 
the police court last Wednesday after- 
noon. He refers to Dr. Broughton as a 
“hissing, venomous, poi#oned cobra” and 
“clerical assassin of character,’ and de- 
clares that no man amd no woman in 
this city enjoys immunity from his “‘vi- 
tupefative abuse and vilification.” Mr. 
Felder further declares that there is no 
reputation so ufsullied and no character 
so irreproachable that Dr. Broughton 
would not willingly sacrifice for the de- 
liclous sensation afforded him of seeing 
his mame in one of the daily papers of 
the city under some yellow journal scare 
head. 

The remainder of the card is as fol- 
lows: - 


“Under the guise of religious fervor 
these scandalous charges are m 
made purely for the purpose ving the 


author newspaper notoriety, the author 
seeing. to it that it is accorded to him by 
the reporters, and ‘woe be unto the fe- 
porter’ who fails to serve the public with 
his slanders, and, too, under the rules 
which appertain to yellow smarty cee HE 

“Mr. Edétor, I quote further from 
tirade against me: 

“ ‘Ever since I have been in this city, 
[ have known him only as a professional 
lobbyist and state capitol ‘“doodler,”’ 
whose only calling is that of getting big 
fees to lobby the law makers to defeat 
the will of the toiling masses in favor of 
greedy corporations.’ : 

“This is a grave charge, Mr. Editor, and 
its being made affords my excuse for 
giving this notoriety fiend further no- 


toriety. 

“The penal code of Georgia, section 319, 
defines lobbying as follows: ‘Sec. 219 (4486 
a). Lobbying defind. Lobbying is any 
personal solicitation of a member of the 
general assembly of this state, during a 
session thereof by private ihterview or 
letter, or message, or other means and 
appliances, not addressed solely to the 
judgment, to favor or oppose, or to vote 
for or against any bill, resolution, report 
or claim pending or to be imtroduced in 
either branch thereof, by any person who 
misrepresents the nature of his interest in 
the matter to such member, or who is em- 
ployed for a considération by a person or 
corporation imterested in the passage or 
defeat of such bill, resolution, rt or 
claim, for the purpose 'of procu ng the 
passage or defeat thereof. But this does 
not include such service as drafting peti- 
tions, bills or resolutions, attending to 
the taking of testimony, collating facts, 
preparing. arguments and memorials, and 
submitting them orally or in writing to 
a committee or member of the general 
assembly, and other services of like char- 
acter, intended to reach the reason of 


‘the legislators.’ 


“The punishment for the violation of 
this section is as follows: ‘Sec. 320 (4486 
b). Lobbying, how punished. Lobbying 
‘shail be punished by confinement in the 
‘penitentiary for not less than one nor 
more than five years.’ 

“If .the, charge made by the reverend 
I am a felon; if false, he 
is a malicious lar and ‘a deliberate de- 
famer of ‘character. 

“FE have endeavored to make the inci 
plainly and squarely. If he made the 
charge with evidence, it is the duty of the 
doctor to submit it to the grand jury, and 
upon Indictment and conviction I will re- 
céive my just deserts for ‘defeating the 
will of the toiling masses in favor of 
greedy corporations.’ If the charge is 
made without evidence, it is the duty of 
this ministerial marplot to ‘fold hig tent 
and quietly steal away’ from this com- 
munity, as necessarily he will then be de- 
spised of men and scorned of women. 

“The charge that I am a lobbyist in- 
volves my professional honor and per- 
sonal integrity. Both are dearer to me 
than the world’s goods, the plaudits of 
my fellow-citizens—nay, even life itself. 

“Tt shall give the doctor abundant op- 
portunity to prove his charge. I have 
‘pointed the way.’ I shall await the next 
session of the grand jury. If he fails, I 
shall’ naturally expecta full, complete 
and public apology. If it is not made, 
I shall hope for the indorsement of the 
good people among whom I Hve of the 
course which 8 manhood may direct me 
to pursue. 

“In cpuabeaten: Mr. Editor, I am en- 
gaged in the practice of law. I deem 
myself fortunate indeed that among my 
clients are some corporations, ‘greedy’ 
though they may be. When their interests 
are involved, whether in the court house 
or legislature, in pursuance of my consti- 
tutional rights, I appear for them. They 
do not employ me to practice corruption 
in either forum. If I should do so, my 
services would be promptly dispensed 
with by their eXecutive officers, all of 
whom, IT may state in passing, are so 
hich-toned, upright and honorable, that 
this apostie of falsehood and scavenger 
of social filth is whollv ‘unworthv to 
fasten the latchet of théir shoes.’ Yours 
truly.

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COV. BECKHAM 
Redwine Won't Vacate Bench 
in Breathitt County Cases 


Redwine Says Clamor for Special 
Judge Is Untimely — Jackson 
Merchant Attempts To Shoot 
Up Town, but Is Prompt- 
ly Arrested. 


Jackson, Ky., June 29.—Considerable 
surprise was created today by an an- 
nouncement from Circuit Judge Redwine 
that he will not vacate the bench during 
the special term of court called for next 
week. The special term was called in 
order that a special grand jury might 
investigate the assassinations of Jim 
Cockrill and Dr. Cox, members of the 
Cockrill faction, who were assassinated 
prior to the killing of Marcum. Dr. Cox 
was killed in April, 1902, and Cockrill 
in July of the same year. The assassin 
of Cockrill fired the shot from a room 
in the court house, while Dr. Cox was 
killed as he passed a stable owned by 
Judge. Hargis. The burning of J. B. 
Ewen’s hotel and other cases of arson 
and the attempt to bribe Ewen to perjure 
himself during the trial of Jett and White 
will also be probed at the special term. 

Judge Redwine, in making this an- 
nouncement, declared that the clamor 
from the outside for a special judge was 
untimely and based on a misconception 
as to the exigencies of the situation. He 
said that he beHeved it to be his duty 
and to the best interests of justice that 
he remain on the bench and not throw 
the respons#bility on the shoulders of 
some one else. It has been generally un- 
derstood that Judge Redwine was re- 
quested by Governor Beckham to allow 
aonther trial judge to sit during the com- 
ing special term. A similar request, made 
by the governor prior to the Jett and 
White trial, did not reach Judge Red- 
wine until after the investigation was 
begun.

“For more than twenty-five years a 
rule has obtained in the milis under my 
management against the employment of 
children under twelve years of age. | 
do mot say that this rule has never 
been evaded or violated. In some in- 
stances children under twelve years @f 
age have doubtless been employed 
through misrepresentations as to their 
ages. In other instances mothers have 
frankly stated the ages of their children, 
and when under twelve vears of age 
_ they have sometimes been employed 
‘through appeals for employment as the 
Only basis upon which the mothers and 
children could subsist. What is true of 
these mills is true, I doubt not, with 
reference to most or all of the mills 
of the state. They have also entered 
into an agreement by which they are 
pledged not to permit the employment 
of children under twelve years of age. 


Hesult of a Cause. 


“Child labor is rendered necessary by 
poverty through inheritance or misfor- 
tune, and is therefore the result of cause; 
the symptom of disease which legislation 
cannot cure. Much of it is traceable to 
unrestricted marriage, the death or mis- 
fortune of husbands and fathers, and the 
abandonment of wives and children by 
unfeeling husbands and unnatural fa- 
thers. Leégisiation so far has failed to 
protect sOciety against the first and last, 
and is powerless in the presence of the 
second, [ do not mean to say that I am 
in favor of legislation to restrict mar- 
riage; I am simply stating the causes 
that result in poor children, and which 
cannot be ignored in any candid discus- 
sion of child labor, and which must be 
taken into account in considering rational 
remedies for it. It is true, however, 
that men and women, one or both of 
whom are mentally or physically defi- 
cient, and who have not the means of 
Supporting a family, and are unable to 
earn such support, are in many cases 
parents of large families of children, 
who must be sheltered, clothed and fed. 
“Tf child labor is wrong, it is the effect 
of cause, the symptom of disease, and 
the treatment proposed is the treatment 
for effect instead of cause, of symptom 
Instead of disease. If evil it be, it 4s 
the evil arising from poverty which can- 
not be eradicated by law. The mills in 
Georgia are dependent for labor, to a 
large extent, upon the poor white people 
who as a rule are tenants upon farms. 
This supply supplements that of the 
children of factory operatives. The grad- 
Hates of our city public schools, nearly 
all of which have college curriculums, 
take a higher view of life than manual 
labor: that is true of both white and 
eolored. They do not work in cotton 
mills, except in rare instances, and they 
are not willing to undergo the training 
necessary for the better positions in the 


milis—the only positions they are willing ‘ 


to accept—and without this thev are not 
qualified for these positions. When the 


are dependent wpon this class of ; 


labor they will have to close. Children 
are brought to the mills by their pa- 
rents because the work in the mills is 
lighter, the pay is better, and they have 
better houses to lIive in, and are better 
“lothed and better fed. and have more 
ana hatter opportunities for improvement 
and enjoyment than on the farms. A 
woman with a family of small children, 
after a few months’ training, will earn 
more onev in a cotton mill in a year 
than ail the crops they would make 
on the farm would sell for, if guano and 
a mule, as well as the land, were fur- 
nished free of cost. They cannot do 
successful farm work. because thev are 
too small to meet all the requirements 
of farm laborers. 


Condition of Operatives. 


“Conditions that induce women and 
amall children to come to the cotton 
mills induce others—families of varying 
ages, some of the children twelve years 
of age and some older—to the same 
thing, because the condition of the cot- 
ton mill operatives, of whatever age, is 
Better than that of the farm laborer, 
whether tenant or wage earner. 

“The country people who come to the 
mills as a rule are unable to reach them 
without assistance, and almost invaria- 
bly so when forced to move any dis- 
Transportation is furnished by 
the mills, and money or supplies are ad- 
‘vanced until: the new operatives acquire 
sufficient skill to be self-supporting. 

“To. illustrate the advantages of mill 
: rk, mill waged and mill life over 

nem work. farm wages and farm life, 
sattention is called to the following ex- 
tracts from a letter of Mrs. W. H. Felton 
fn The Atlanta Journal of June lif, 


1903: . 

“Sometimes a hearing of both sides 

oduceés something entirely different from 
t expected éffect and the mill owners 
are reasonably sure to resent the impu- 
tation that they compel children to do 
unhealthy work and are not willing to 
aid them so far as possible in securing an 
English education, or help them in various 


ways. 

“ *As a friend to children and an earnest 
well wisher for the best ways and means 
to secure them a living chance in this 
world of toil and struggle, I would like 
to go back for a moment to the lives led 
by some children or their parents before 
there were any cotton factories to furnish 
employment to the poor mountain popula- 
tion, from which the majority of the oper- 
atives in Géorgia cotton mills come. A 
Gozen or more years ago it fel] to mv lot 
to defend these factory operatives frém 
some widely circulated attacks upon them 
as a class—attacks which they felt very 
keenly when they wnderstood the scope 
and injustice of the caricature. 

““T had occasion to visit a good many 
of these people in their factory homes, 
and to hear of their former conditions 
before they were able to mnke a de- 
cent living in the cotton mills. 


Cases Are Cited. 


““I recall a conversation which is

paid .70 cents each. We pay $1.60 for this 
houge—three rooms and a cook room be- 
sides. We have @ little garden and we 
keep a cow. I cook and do the house- 
work and we live well, considering we are 
oor le, 

ahs. My old man died in the army, and 
we had to go to the fleld to put bread 
in our mouths. I worked harder than any 
nigger for the man we rented land from, 
and got precious little for what we made. 
Me and my children didn’t have a decent 
shelter or decent clothes and we had no 
ruoney to buy anything scarcely. It was 
a dog’s life. and I didn’t see any chance 
until we heard about the cotton mill and 
we get along nicely. They hire a preacher 
to preach on Sunday, and the Httle chil- 
dren have a school, and we have good 
clothes to wear and plenty to eat. My 
son couldn’t support us all on his work, 
for sometimes he is out of a job, and this 
ig the best way for my girls to get along 
because they are at home with me, and I 
want you to see thelr company room,"’ 

“We went’ into it as she directed, and 
they had an organ, white curtains, neat 
and clean, and some pictures, and a nice 
bed in the corner. I saw very readily 
that they had been much benefited and I 
agreed. with the woman that she had 
made a welcome change in her every day 
conditions and circumstances when she 
teok her children and herself from the 
dirt and mud of the corn field and put 
them under a shelter from sun, or rain, 
or cold, and where she was sure of money 
to spend for what was absolutely neces- 
sary for their comfort, and they could 
live at home with their mother when the 
mills were closed at night. 

“Some mothers with children were 
obliged to work in the mill. I thought 
then, and think still, it was better that 
children should be under the mother’s eye 
and earning a little for their support, 
than left outside to get into mischief or 
to be burned up by careless handling of 

re.” 

“It was necessary during the fall of 
1802, in company with several gentlemen 
well known to you, for me to visit a 
s€mi-mountainous district covered by the 
undeveloped coal flelds of an adjoining 
state. There we found the poorest people 
that it has been my misfortune to see in 
all the experience of a life spent in daily 
contact with poverty. Their condition 
was much the same as that of the poor 
people of the mountains of Georgia, tv 
whom Mrs. Fefton alludes, befure the cuot- 
ton mills of this state were open to them. 
At almost every settlement numerous 
white-haired children were found who 
were poorly clad and whose pale faces 
indicated bad health or the absence of 
both wholesome and adequate food. These 
families were l38invg @5 miserable log 
huts. inferior to the stables in which the 
cattle and horses at southern cotton mills 
are housed, There was evidence of strug- 
gie against a degree of pinching poverty 
everywhere apparent, in the cultivated 
patehes of corn and cotton around the 
miserable habitations of these unfortunato 
people. But a long dry season had cut 
of’ the crops and dried up the streams, 
and the heavens above them was as 
flaming brass. We saw children under 10 
years of age engaged in hopeless drude¢- 
ery upon these fruitless farms. In one 
neighborhood we passed a little old 
church, with a good-sized grave yard, 
which indicated that they and their an- 
cestors had long lived under the distress- 
ing conditions we saw. There were no 
ruins to indicate a decline from a better 
civilization. 


Mills: a: God-Send, 


“To such people, young and old, the 
cotton mills of the south have been a 
God-send. They have not all come to 
the mills as yet, but they are coming. 
And I do not believe that the legisla- 
ture will ignore the facts that I have 
presented, and drive those who are in 
the mills back to the mountains, ° or 
close the doors of the mills against a 
portion of the families who are yet 
there, which will prevent such: families 
from coming in and availing them- 
selves of the better advantages offered 
at the mills. Those at the miNs now 
were too poor to get from the farms 
to the mills in the first instance. Will 
the reformers send them back helpless 
and hopeless to a farm tenantcy, or 
leave them a charge upon public or pri- 
vate charity in the communities where 
they are at present profitably and hap- 
pily employed? The reformers cannot 
escape responsibility for whatever evils 
may befall these people when they are 
prevented by law, secured by reform 
influence, from earning a living through 
work which they are willing to verform, 
and when such a law, if passed at all. 
must result from the voluntary efforts of 
the reformers, for it must not be for- 
gotten that neither the mfll operatives, 
mill managers. mill owners, nor the peo- 
nie at large, have called upon them to 
take charge of this matter. 

“We ask you in considering this quéeés- 
tion to compare the condition of the 
children in t¥e cotton miflls. whatever 
thelr ages may be, with thefr condition 
before thev came to the cotton mills, and 
with the condition of the same class who 
vet remain tn the country districts. This 
is the onlv fair basis of comparison. 

“Child labor reformers do not apnesr 
ta feel anv concern for the nanr chijl- 
fren fn the corvertry urtil, thev are 
brought .to the mills. Tf thed have made 
any effort to relieve the destitution of 
the eountrv children, or to send them 
ta aechoaol, we are en far not adviead of 
the fart. Whv their evmnathies are 
aranserd far chitAren who are comfart- 
ahiv efituate’ and earrine a good Uytine 
at the mille white thev manifest no 
interest In the children {fn the countrv 
Aistricts who are sufferine from post- 
tive deatttytian, isem queetinn that every 
fatr-minded man will ask himself when 
attempting to determine the motives that 
are hehird thie movement against the 
cotton mills. It would be well for the 
legislature to potnt the child labor re- 
formers to conditions that exist in the 
country districts, ang advise them to 
direct thefr efforts to the relief of the 
country children before they take up the 
question of relief for the more comfort- 
able children who ‘are at work in the 
cotton mills. There can be no doubt 
with reference to the fact that the chil- 
dren employed in the mills in all respects, 
including school attendance, have ad- 
vantages vastly greater than those who 
still live in the country. This is demon- 
strated by the woman interviewed by 
Mrs. Felton, and by the conditions I have 
detailed as existing in another state. 
These illustrations find thelr counter- 


design in either case. 
Both have the same 
high standard of work- 
manship; both are 
sterling silver, as the 
trade-mark testifies.

part In many of the counties of Georgia, 
not only in the mountain districts, but 
elsewhere, and so long as these condi- 
tions prevail, there can be no question of 
the duty of the legisiature in the 
premises. 


Let Them Be Independent. 


“I appeal in behalf of those people to 
the legislature and the state not to allow 
any interference with their privilege to 
work when and where they will, and to 
give them a chance to grow up to skill- 
ful employees, as other children have 
done who now as men and women are 
working at good wages in southern mills, 
who live in good houses; many of them 
mothers'and fathers of children, who in 
their turn will take their places in the 
operations of the great cotton mill indus- 
try of the state, or who will be trained 
up for competent work in other useful 
occwpations. I appeal to you not to make 
vagrants of those who are willing to 
work, by teaching them to depend upon 
charity for what they are not willing to 
work for, for in the end this policy will 
destroy their reliance upon themselves, 
and send them to join the ranks of the 
idle, disgruntled and worthless who are 
at war with all the c¢onditions wpon 
which organized society depends because, 
without effort on their part, honors and 
fortune have not been thrust upon them. 

“Georgia is suffering more from {idle- 
ness than she is from ignorance. We do 
not need any. laws to prevent any one 
from working who will work, but on the 
contrary, the greatest necessity of the 
time is more stringent vagrant laws, 
made capable of enforcement, so that the 
thousands of idle drones, white and col- 
ored, who are now infesting every com- 
munity in the state may be forced to 
work. | 

“The measures you are called upon to 
adopt are based upon the assumption that 
if children under 12 years of age are ©x- 
cluded from the factories they will at- 
tend the public schools. No one has yet 
undertaken to explain how, without 
means, they’are to procure shelter, food 
and clothing. This applies to the restric- 
tion with reference to children under 14 
years of age, aS well as to children under 
12 years of-age. If they cannot maintain 
themselves and attend school, their ex- 
clusion from the cotton ‘mills will drive 
them back to the country districts where 
they will be forced to again live as ten- 
ants upon farms, deprived not only of 
the comforts enjoyed at the mills, but in 
many cases the necessities of life; other- 
wise the cost of maintenance, like tnat of 
education, will become a charge upon 
the state. This is wores than paternal- 
ism run mad: it is down right rank so- 
cialism, and to this end it will come to 
last, unless through the conservatism and 
good sense of our legislators this move- 
ment is strangled at its birth. If attend- 
ance upon schools is made compulsory, 
in so far as the children employed in the 
cotton mills are concerned, I submit to 
the members of the legal profession, and 
to the intelligent laymen as well, that 
this policy cannot be confined to children 
of this class. 


As to Educz.-ion. 


“The constitution of the state will not 
permit the execution of a law which 
requires that one class of children shall 
attend school before they are permitted 
to work without requiring that all chil- 
dren shall attend school before they are 
permitted to work. So far as 1 am con- 
cerned, Il am opposed to compulsory 
school attendance, because in the first 
place it interferes with parental control 
of children, and in the second place means 
further complication of the troublesome 


race question which has disturbed the 


south for the past third of a century. 
I do not believe that education obtained 
through attendance upon ‘our. public 
schools is a panacea for all humayg ills; 
on the contrary, the experience of the 
people of the gouth with reference to 
this question up to this time should teach 
us to handle it with the utmost caution, 
It has been stated that a majority of 
the nameless crimes committed by negroes 
upon white women on this section have 
been committed by young negroes who 
have been educated at public expense. 
My observation has been that eduggtion 
obtained at public expense, and especially 
in the higher branches, does not impress 
its recipients with either the necegsity 
or duty of working. The impression upon 
those who have committed the crimes to 
which I have alluded seems to have been 
that, by reason of their education, they 
were to do nothing but loaf around our 
towns and cities, play basebaji and em- 
brace our white women by force. I de 
not desire to be understood by this state- 
ment as charging the negro race gener- 
ally with the crimes of a few of its 
members, which the better class of ne- 
groes abhor as much as we do. Instead 
of requiring that any one who wants to 
work shall bring a certificate that they 
have attended school in order that they 
may’ be permitted to work, I would rather 
see a law passed that would require 
any one who desired to be educated at 
public expense, to bring a certificate that 
they had been at work before they are 
permitted to enter the public schools. 
‘The reformers, as I stated in the out- 
set, have intentionally or otherwise, made 
the impression upon the public that the 
cotton mills were in favor of child labor 
as an original proposition, and were en- 
couraging and promoting it.

Warns Farming Interests. 


‘For this reason the present attack is 
upon the cotton mills. If successful, it 
will next be extended to the agricul- 
tural- interest, ahd whatever restrictions 
= placed upon children in the mills 
will eventually be enforced against the 
children on the farms. If the age limit 
is placed at 12 or 14, the legislature will 
be urged next year to raise the limit to 
14 or 16, and afterwards to 18. The ap- 
plication of the age limit, in connection 
with compulsory attendance upon 
schools, wilt render it necessary in the 
end to apply it. to the farms and planta- 
tions. What the effect of such a policy 
would te I léave every intelligent man 
to determine. for himself. The farming 
interest, as represented in this legisla- 
ture, is warned in time. The voice of the 
child labor ‘reformer is the ‘voice of 
Jacob, but his hands are the hands of 
Esau.’ 

‘Another phase of this question, al- 
luded to already, is of. the utmost im- 
pomtance and should, therefore, be 
pressed upon your attention, and that is 
the substitution without control of mill 
responsibility for family responsibility 
of children, and of state supervision and 
control for family supervision and con- 
trol of children. , The sentiments, doc- 
trines, principles’ and virtues that must 
underly all individual character are 
taught in the family, or they afe taught 
successfully nowhere else. This is the 
school in which men must be prepared, 
if at all, not only for the private but for 
the public duties of life. The poorest 
family government, in the absence of 
vice and crime, is better for the control 
and rearing of children than the best 
of state supervision and control. The 
tendency of every movement like the 
child labor ‘movement is to. disregard 
the experience of. mankind from which 
organized society has been evolved. The 
moral and social fiber of the citizen as a 
component part of thé body politic must 
determine the quality of the whole. If ft 
has been vieveloped elsewhere than in 
the home, it has been in cases few and 
far between, so that they constitute the 
exceptions rather than the rule. It was 
sald by Heftiry Ward Beecher that so- 
clety was constructed like a brick wall 
and could not be Duilt of all top courses. 
The truth of thfs proposition ig sub- 
stantiated by the experience of every 
man. All the promises that all the dem- 
agogues and agitators of every kind have 
ever made in every age of the world to 
the contrary have been ‘made to the 
ear to be broken fo the hope.’ The poor 
child of a poor mother. if tanght by his 
mother that his condition [f fmvroved 
at all depends upon himself, and that 
the Improvement cannot come except 
through industry, honesty. sobriety and 
economy. has but to belleve it. and. 
vracticing this_precept and rélying upon 
himself. he cannot fall. He can succeed 
in no other way.

International incidents have _ seriously 
interfered with the summer plans of 
Count Cassini, the Russian ambassador. 
It was his original intention to sail for 
Europe the middle of May, stopping in 
Paris for several weeks and going thence 
to St. Petersburg for conferences with 
the emperor. In the meantime, however, 
the Manchurian incident developed and 
before that had quieted down the Kishi- 
nef incident was to the fore. It then 
became necessary for the ambassador to 
postpone his departure until the presi- 
Gent’s return to Washington. As soon 
as he had the opportunity, Count Cas- 
sini called at the white. house to bid his 
adieu to the president and confer with 
him both about Kishinef and Manchuria. 
This done, the ambassador made his 
plans to sail June 17, but he has again 
been disappointed. Because of the de- 
sire of the United States to conclude its 
commercial treaty with China ag rapidly 
as possible questions in regard to it have 
arisen which necessitated the ambassador 
regaining here to aid in the negotiations, 
in which Russia is naturally deeply in- 
terested. So it will probably be July 
before Count Cassini gets away. 

Mr. Takahira, the Japanese minister, 
had arranged for a trip to Tokoyo, but 
this has been abandoned, and he will 
probably not close his legation until after 
the Russian ambassador’s departure.

On the charge of highway robbery and 
assault with intent to kill, George Sloan.

The esteemed St. Louis Globe Dem- 
ocrat feels free to say to the south that 
the republican party is highly pleased 
with our political solidity. It feels per- 
fect confidence that so long as the 


? south is solid for democracy the re- 


mainder of the country will be solid 
for republicanism. 

The Constitution has been equally 
free to say that were other things in 
the south equal with the like things 
in the north, then the south could not 
be kept solid by any party or persua- 
sion, but would divide decisively on 
economic and other purely national is- 
sues. 

But the south is solid for a good and 
sufficient cause and the repnblican 
party is responsible for the making 
and continuance of that cause. It 
keeps the question of illiterate negro 
suffrage to the front, well knowing that 
to do so is to keep the south political- 
ly solid against negro rule. Therein 
the republicans are pleased, not be- 
cause it helps the negro one whit, but 
because it helps the republican party 
in keeping a solid north. 

If the north is willing to bear the 
burdens of a robber tariff. which robs 
it trebly more than it does the south, 
well and good. If it is willing to 
have its labor and its local in@ustries 
enslaved and crushed by trusts, again 
well and good. If it is willing to ap- 
prove violations of the constitution 
and robberies of the public treasury, 
well and good! But let them know 
that they do these things in the name 
of the negro and yet not for his good. 

We, while wishing conditions could 
be in the south so that good, patriotic 
and forceful men could divide on pub- 
lic policies, are yet frank to say that 
the south can afford to remain solid 
quite as long as the north elects to 
remain so in behalf of the republican 
party and its policies. 

While we can easily and safely con- 
trol our home governments, maintain 
peace and good order, forward our 
industries without bitter and palsying 
engagements between labor and capi- 
tal, and preserve society, courts and 
capitols in the hands of the just and 
the competent, we can not be hurt 
much by what a solid northern repub- 
lican party can do to us.

tH the final alignment of the two par- 
ties ig presented to them next year. 

That alignment promises to be one 
that will bring into sharp antagonism 
the cardinal doctrines now dominant 
in each party. The country will be 
able to discuss clearly cut issues of 
national expediency and economy. 
The debates before the voters will 
follow once more the high levels of 
substantial patriotism and popular 
government. We expect, therefore, 
a campaign of greater significance 
than any that has aroused the nation 
since that of 1860. 

The republican party, as it always 
has done, scouts the idea that it can 
be defeated in: the coming presidential] 
election. It has already safely counted 
in President Roosevelt and the Un- 
known who is to ride behind with him. 
So much for its complacent confi- 
dence. 

But the republican party has yet to 
face the fact that it has announced 
the establishment of the gold stand-. 
ard for our national currency without 
having actually and legally established 
it. Out of its own ranks and from 
the entire financial press of the coun- 
try arises a continuous chorus. of 
voiceg demanding that an absolute 
gold standard law be enacted. Yet 
the: party leaders hesitate, dally and 
are evidently going tothe country on 
the assumed fact that gold is the 
standard and trust the people to ratify 
that assumption. They evidently fear 
the effects of an outright, upright gold 
standard.statute upon the still extant 
bimetallic members of their own 
party. 

The republicans can not escape full 
responsibility for the tariff evils that 
affect the consumers of the nation and 
the trust monopolies of which the tar- 
iff is the confessed mother. With its 
usual daring it will, we doubt not, de- 
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Porto Rico and the Philippines the 
greater question of a proper policy and 
the ultimate end of it as to either col- 
ony has not yet been settled. The peo- 
ple ought to. have and will have oppor- 
tunity to decide those issues in the 
campaign next year. 

The democratic party faces the op- 
portunity of its existence. Its past de 
feats will count nothing in its revised 
and revived programme of appeal to 
the wisdom, justice and Americanism 
of the national] electorate. It has not 
yet been wanting in any campaign, 
save that of 1872, perhaps, in find- 
ing men, issues and means to make 
a fight against the republicans that 
was defiant enough to be fairly doubt- 
ful until the returns were in. Mr. 
Bryan, with the Chicago and Kansas 
City platforms, was able to do that 
twice in cuccession. 

Today the democratic party has the 
opportunity and ‘hx incentives to so 
nationalize itself afresh as to cause 
the popular balances between itself 
and the republican party to waver in 
many states now classed in the repub- 
lican column. Mr. Roosevelt is- no 
more invincible than Grant seemed to 
be before the convention of 1880 ar 
than Harrison appeared to be up to 
the last hour of the campaign of 1892. 

It is within the power of the demv- 
cratic party to command the confi 
dence of patriots everywhere, whether 
they be day laborers, farmers, husi- 
nessmakers or financiers. With a 
thorough-going Jeffersonian declara- 
tion of principles, candidates whose 
faithfulness in honest and equitable 
government can not be impeached, 
and with means which will not be 
lacking to support those things, we 
can see many signs of hope for a re 
sult at the polls which will restore the 
administration to d«mocratic control.

The Patriotic South. 
(From The Springfield Union.) 

We are glad to note the exceedingly 
patriotic tone of a majority of the south- 
ern newspapers. We have already had 
occasion to compliment the loyalty and 
good Americanism of The Memphis 
Scimitar and The Chattanooga Times, 
and now here comes The Atlanta Con- 
stitution with a profession of faith which 
is all'that the most ardent patriot could 
desire. The Constitution was led to make 
confession of its principles in consequence 
of an editorial in The Milwaukee News 
doubting whether the solid south would 
support the administration at Washine- 
ton in any aggressive efforts to maintain 
the open door in Manchuria. 

The Constitution tells The News not 
to worry one silvery moment as to the 
attitude the south would assume should 
our American interests in'China demand 
the demonstration even, with force and 
arms to prevent Russia from barring us 
from our rights in. that country. To 
quote The Constitution exactly “The 
solid south is prepared today to stand 
by any administration, democratic or 
republican, in the vindication of Ameri- 
can rights anywhere on earth—as ready 
as it was to back up Cleveland in the 
Venezuelan boundary case and McKinley 
in his dealings with Spain and the 
Cuban affair. As, old Commodore De- 
catur said at Norfolk many years ago, 
the spirit of the south says now ‘Our 
country right or wrong, our country.’ ”’ 

Comment is hardly necessary. This is 
the way The Union likes to hear a news- 
paper talk. The United States is not 
spoiling for trouble with any nation,. but 
it's a mighty good thing to let the world 
know that the American people are for 
America, first, last and all the time; that 
we area patriotic people, that we have 
a good sense of justice and right, want to 
be on friendly terms with every power 
and every government, but that our de- 
sire to remain friendly brooks no sacr%- 
fice of American interests. 

As we have said, it gives ts espe 
pleasure to find the tone of the southern 
newspapers so thoroughly patriotic, so 
intensely American. It is a good sign. It 
is the best possible proof that there is 
today no north and no south, but one 
common country unitedly devoted to her 
interests. When the southern news- 
papers editorialize along these lines is it 
not about time that we cease to assume 
a partonizing air toward the south? 
Judging from the utterances of some 
northern newspapers, it looks as if the 
table might very properly be turned and 
that the southern press could read the 
north some lessons in patriotsm. We 
have precious little use with the small 
Americanism which splits hairs, which 
constantly criticises and never upholds. 
The chronic fault-finders of the northern 
press who always believe their country 
to be in the wrong, who seldom if ever 
give expression to a patriotic thought, 
might well study columns of southern 
contemporafies. 
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The Solid South. 
(From The St. Louis Globe-Democrat.) 


So long as the south remains solid, or 
as nearly solid as it has been in the past 
few vears, the rest.of the country will 
remain pretty. solid against it. This 
means that the republican party will con- 
tinue to run the govermment. If there 
were a southern democratic leader with 
an ounce of brains he would see that 
southern solidity injures the south and 
aids the republicans. The republicans are 
not quarreling over this condition of 
things. They are not making any effort 
to teach the south sanity. They expend- 
ed some work in that direction at one 
time, but accomplished very little. They 
will do no more of. it. So long as the 
south deliberately refuses to divide on 
the economic issues of the day and keeps 
up its hostility tq, the republican party 
just so long will the south Temain out- 
side of the current of the country's po- 
litical interests and activities arid just 
so long will the republican party continue 
to hold sway by large majorities. South- 
ern solidity is the most imbecile thing 
which the country has seen since south- 
ern secession. The punishment for solid- 
ity will not take the same form as the 
punishment for secession, but the punish- 
ment will be dealt out just the same.

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IMPROVEMENT OF COTTON. _ 


BY SELECTION OF SEED | 


Washington, June 29.—(Special.)—An 
article by Herbert J. Webber, physiolo- 
gist in charge of the plant breeding labra- 
tory in the department of agriculture, on 
“Improvement of Cotton by Seed Selec- 
tion,” in the year book of the department 
of agriculture, published today, contains 
suggestions which if generally adopted 
would lead to a large increase in the cot- 
ton production of the United States. The 
extent to which it is possible by the 
adoption of scientific methods is shown by 
the fact that, while the average yield of 
cotton in the United Séates is only about 
190 pounds of lint per acre, yields varying 
from 500 to 800 pounds per acre are fre- 
quently obtained on many large carefully 
cultivated tracts. Mr. Webber does not 
believe that it is possible to greatly in- 
crease the acreage devoted to, cotton in 
the United States. He says there is lit- 
tle opportunity for extending the industry 
into new regions, and while a much 
larger acreage of cotton could be gTown in 
the old cotton producing states if neces- 
sity demanded it, there is a tendency in 
those states toward diversified farming 
rather than further specialization in cot- 
ton production. . 


Problem for Growers. 
He concludes, therefore, that. the most 


|}important problem now... before cotton 


growers seems to be that of increasing 
the production on the same acreage 
rather than extending the acreage itself. 
He ‘thinks that wifile cotton growing in 
other countries is capable of being con- 
siderably extended, such extension will 
doubtless be slow and will only slightly 
affect the industry in this country, and 
that the American planter should strive, 
by the application of improved methods 
and machinery and the use of improved 
varieties of cotton, yielding more and bet- 
ter staple, to keep well in advance of 
competitors in foreign countries where 
cheaper labor is available. 

Mr. Webber recognizes that the charac- 
ter of the soil is the factor of greatest 
importance. He believes, however, that 
there is great opportunity of improving 
the industry on all lands, both good and 
poor, and he estimates that the cotton 
crops could be doubled on the same acre- 
age now grown by proper attention to 
two factors necessary to success, namely, 
the universal use of good seed and care- 
ful methods of tillage and fertilization. 
While beth of these factors are con- 
tributed largely to success, Mr. Webber 
believes that the importance of good seed 
is probably more commonly overlooked 
than the matter of cultivation. His ob- 
servations show that fully half the plan- 
ters use seed taken at random from pub- 
lic gins, about which they know nothing 
other than that it was produced some- 
where in the same vicinity, and he says: 
“As well.might the breeder of fast trot- 
ting horses introduce dray animals into 
his stable, or the breeder of intelligent 
hunting dogs introduce ordinary mon- 
grel curs into his kennels. The use of 
good seed and its production by a regu- 
lar system of selection is just as impor- 
tant a factor in the production of the 
crops as that of cultivation. No intel- 
ligent method of farm management dis- 
regards the production and use of good 
seed. The day when growers can afford 
to plant any sort of cotton seed has pass- 
ed. Only seed of a known variety, select- 
ed because of its desirable qualities and 
adaptability to local conditions, should be 
planted.”’ 


As to Seed Selection. 

The traditional belief that an occasional 
change of seed is necessary if good crops 
are to be regularly secured is attacked 
by Mr. Webber, who contends that to 
secure the best results plants »must be 
bred and adapted to soll and climatic 
conditions and that cotton planters and 
growers of the cereal crop as well, if they 
are to obtain the best results, must select 
their seed in the locality where it used 
to be regularly grown in er to adapt 
it to the particular sol] and climatic con- 
ditions. 

The paper outlines a system of selec- 
tion based on the principle that, while 
plants reproduced their main characters 
unchanged, and the stability of the eul- 
tivated plants amd natural species de- 
pends upon this “law of heredity, eti'! 
they are not absolutely fixed and staple, 
but are very unstaple and highly varia- 
bie in minor characters. The system out- 
lined, which is one that any planter can 
carry out on his own plantation, is based 
on the use of the seeds of only such 
plants as show the characteristics which 
it js desirable to reproduce, such as quan- 
tity of prodaection, length of fiber and 
earliness of maturity. It is recommended

WANTS STANDARD ON CARS. 


General Judiciary Committee Also 
Approves Anti-Miscegenation Bill, 
by Flynt, of Spalding. 

To require railroads to equip lumber 
cars with standards and supports for 
the transportation of lumber is the ob- 
ject of a bill by Mr. West, of Lowndes, 
upon which the general judiciary com- 
mittee of the house made a favorable 
report. This ‘measure was argued at 
length last year both by representatives 
of the railroads and of the lumber in- 
terests. At present the lumbermen have 
to supply the standards and pay the 
freight on them. Florida is the only 
state in the union which has a law sim- 

ilar.to this. 

The committee also made a favorable 
report on the billy Mr. Flynt, of Spald- 
ing, making it a felony for a white 
person and a negro to intermarry.

Senate Is Asked To Put Former State 
Militia Officers on Retired Roll.

At ‘its session yesterday, the senate 
passed one local bill, tnat of Senator 
Comas, piv’.u.'.4 for the creation J. 4 
board of «cul «na bridge commissivon2i« 
for Appling councy. 

A number of house bills were received 
and read the first time, among these 
being that of Mr. Tigner, of Muscogee, 


restricting the tax levy to five milis. 

A message was received from the gov- 
ernor containing a list of nominations 
which was opened in executive session 
and, under the rules, goes over for 4 day 


before formal consideration. 

Seven new bills were introduced by 
senators. The reading of these, and of 
the house bills, took up most of the time 
of the senate’s session. 

To Amend Atlanta Charter. 

President Howell introduced the pro- 
posed emendments to the charter of At- 
lanta as prepared by the city attorney. 

The first section of the Dill resiricts 
the authority, formerly granted, for a 
bond issue of $800,000 for the extension 
of the water works system and for sewers 
to $400,000, this being in accordance with 
the agreement made at the time of the 
vote upon the bond amendment. 

The second section provides that the 
board of police commissioners shall con- 
sist of seven members, five of them to 
be elected by the mayor and council, the 
other two to be ex officio, the mayor and 
the chairman of the committee on police. 
It is provided, in this connection, that 
‘‘gaid elective members shall be ineligibie 
for reelection during the three years im- 
mediately succeeding the expiration of 
their respective terms of office.” 

Section three provides that members of 
the police force shall be elected to serve 
during good behavior and efficient ser- 
vice. The officers of the police depart- 
ment, other than the chief, shall be se- 
lected from the members of the police 
force to serve for and during the pleas- 
ure of the board, 


The Governor’s Appointment. 


Governor Terrell sent to the senate the 
names of four distinguished Georgians 
for reappointment as members of the 
board of trustees of the University of 
Georgia, each to serve a new term of 
eight years. These were: 

Hon. W. E. Simmons, 
from the state at large. 

Hon. Henry Persons, of Talbot, repre- 
senting the fourth district. 

Hon. Henry D. McDaniel, of Walton, 
representing the fifth district. 

- Hon. John T. Newton, of Morgan, repre- 
senting the eighth district. 

Other appointments made by the gov- 
ernor yesterday were és follows: 

Hon. Marcus D. Dickerson, soiicitor of 
the city 4; of Douglas. 

Hon. T. Ham, judge of the county 
ecurt of wchols 

Hon. R. G. Tison. solicitor of the 
county court of Echols. 

Hon, EE. F. Dupree, judge of the county 
court of Pike. 

Hon. Charles R. Gwyn, solicitor of the 
county court of Pike. 

Solicitors on a Salary. 

Senator Clements believes that solicitors 
general should be placed upon a salary, 
instead of receiving their compensation 
under the present fee system, and sets 
forth his ideas in a bill which is calcu- 
lated to attract considerable attention, 
as have its predecessors on the same 
line. He fixes $2,000 as the salary, and 
provides that these officers shall receive 
no other compensation whatsoever ex- 
cept that when they are:called upon to 
prosecute a case before the supreme 
court, they shall be entitled to the pay- 
ment of their actual expenses for coming 
to Atlanta. 

Senator Clements provides that the 
fines and fees above the costs in each 
case shall be placed in the county 
tréasury, the solicitor general submitting 
an itemized statement to each grand 
jury. In case the solicitor general fails 
to make such report, the fore grand 
jury shall certify the fact to the gov- 
erno#, who shall declare his office vacant 
and appoint a successor to hold until 
an election to fill the vacancy can be 
held. Any solicitor general forfeiting 
his office in this way shall not be eligible 
for election to the office for a pervs of 
ten years, 


On the Retired List. 


Senator Dodd, by request, hag intro- 
duced a bill providing that officers of 
the volunteer forces of the state who 
served for three years during the period 
between 1865 and 1887 may, under certain 
conditions, be placéd upon the roll of re- 
tired officers, which is provided for in 
the act of 1902, Known as the “act to re- 
organize the military forces of the state.” 
The argument in favor of this gtep is 
conttained in the bill itaelf, as follows: 

Whereas, between the years 1865 ..d 1887 
the volunteer soldiers of the state of Georgia 
received no support from the state; and, 

Whéreas, the officers of the military organ- 
izations during those years contributed largely 
to the support and maintenance of their com- 
mands; and, 

Whereas, many of them did not and could 
hot, on account of the demands made upon 
heir financés to keep up and maintain their 
commands, remain in the military service of 
the state the ten years required by the act 
of 1902, the time required for an officer to 
have served before he was eligible to be placed 
upon the roll of retired officers, as provided in 
the act of 1902, known as ‘‘the act to reorgan- 
ize the military forces of the state;'’ there- 
fore, 

Be it enacted, that from and after the pas- 
sage of this act, all volunteer officers of Geor- 
gia who served for a period of three years be- 
tween the yéars 1865 and (887 shall, upon ap- \*

the repeal of those sections of the code 
in which the present g@meral registration 
law is embraced. — 

Senator Dodd believes that the neces- 
sity for the law has passed and that a 
return to the old system will work less 
hardship tNan to keep the present law 
in foree. He says that a great many 
qualified voters fail to vote in the pri- 
maries because of the restrictions of the 
registration law or of their failure to meet 
some of its requirements, and he argues 
that there should be no law which oper- 
ates to prevent the participation of per- 
sons otherwise duly. qualified. 


Fees of Justice Court Jurors. 


Senator Dodd has also introduced a bill 
to amend section 4147 of the code relative 
to the compensation of juries in justice 
court cases so as to provide that the 
jury shall be paid $2.50 for each verdict 
to be paid by the party in whose favor 
the verdict is rendered end divided equal- 
ly among the jurors; and that the four 
stricken jurors, allowed under the law, 
shall get 25 cents each for their attend- 
ance upon the court. 

Senator Middlebrooks introduced a bill 
to provide for fixing the boundary be- 
tween Newton and Jasper counties. 


NO NEED TO RETURN BILL. 


Attorney General Hart Renders In- 
teresting Decision on an Im- 
portant Point. 

‘Attorney General Hart has delivered to 
the governor an interesting opinion in 
a case which has attracted considerable 
attention. This opinion establishes a 
precedent, since it covers a matter which 
has not heretofore been passed upon. 
On the last day of the last session 
of the legislature a bill local to Burke 
county, which had passed both branches 
of the general assembly, reached the 
governor for his signature. After giv- 
ing it due deliberation, that official, for 
reasons clearly set forth at the time, 
vetoed the measure. Senator Davis and 
the Burke county members of the house 
have raised the point that the governor 
should return the bill with his veto 
message to the legislature at this session, 
it being their opinion that they could 

pass it over his veto. 

The merits of the measure iftelf have 
no particular general importance, but 
the point raised is one of very general 
interest. Especially since, so far as the 
records disclose, it has - never been 
passed upon. It is because of the far- 
weaching importance of the questions 
involevd that the opinion of Judge Hart 
is considered of particular value. After 
a full and thorough investigation of the 
question the attorney general declares 
he is convinced it is not the duty of the 
governor to return the bill vetoed, and 
to do so might lead to serious conse- 
quences. 


JUDGE =FISH’S ~ CANDIDACY. 


He Writes a Circular Letter and 
Gives Reasons for Taking 
the Step. 

A circular letter which Judge Fish, of 
the supreme court, is sending to friends 
in the legislature and throughout Geor- 
gia figured prominently in the political 
gossip at the capitol yesterday. 

In this letter Judge eFish refers to 
the active candidacy of his avowed op- 


ponent, Judge Beverly Evans, contrast- 
ing the length of service of that gentle- 
man upon the bench with his own, the 
trend of his contention being that as 
he had more experience on the superior 
court bench than Judge Evans has had, 
and that to this has been added nearly 
eight years of ‘experience upon the su- 
preme bench, there is no good reason 
why he should be set aside to gratify 
the ambitions of his opponent. 

Judge Fish’s letter is in circular form, 
which accounts for the apology he makes 
in his closing sentence. It bears date 
of June 26 and reads as follows: 

Atlanta, Ga., June 26, 1903.—My Dear Sir: 
I wil] be a candidate next year to succeed my- 
self as associate justice of the supreme cvurt. 
My reason for thus early addressing you on 
the subject is the activity of my avowed op- 
ponent, Judge Evans. 

Before my promotion to the supreme bench 
I had been elected three times judge of the 
superior court, and had served in that ca- 
pacity eomewhat longer than Judge Evans has 
done. I hope that I may be pardoned for 
saying that my record on the trial bench is 
equal to his. If this be so, why should I 
be displaced merely to gratify his ambition, 
however latidable the same, under other cir- 
cumstances, might be? At the end of my 
present term I wilj have had eight years’ ex- 
perience on the supreme bench, and thie fact 
surely fits me for greater,efficiency and use- 
fulness. It has not been ‘the policy of Geor- 
gia, nor elsewhere, so far as I am informed, 
to turn out judicial officers who have accept- 
ably performed their duties. If my record, 
which speaks for itself, shows that I have 
been capable, faithful and satisfactory in my 
work as assiciate justice, I most earnestly 
eubmit that I should not be set aside and 
Judge Evans given the office, in the absence 
of some good réason for believing that the 
state will be benefited by the change. 

I respectfully solicit your support and in- 
flvence, and would be very much gratified for 
any advice or information useful to my can- 
didacy which you may e kind enough to 
suggest. 

I have scores of friends to whom I wigh 
to say now exactly what is said in this let- 
ter. It is impossible, however, while dis- 
charging my official duties to send each an 
individual communicaton. I therefore trust 
that you will pardon me for sending you a 
letter in this shape, and beg that you kindly 
treat it as if handwritten.

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More Liberal Policy Is Adopled 
by Russia, 


One Hundred Additional Towns 
Named in Which Jews May Re- 
side and Acquire Property. 
Lord Mayor Samuel 
on the Agitation. 


St Petersburg, June 29.—The amend- 
ment to the “temporary regulations’ of 
May 15, 1882, permitting Jews to reside 
and to acquire real estate in 101 addi- 
tional towns within the pale of Jewish 
settlements is explained by the Jewish 
Voskhadko: 

“The temporary -regulations, which 
have been in force the last twenty-one 
years, were hastily issued and were not 
brought into conformity with our laws. 
Their enforcement caused nearly all the 
Jews living in the rural district amount- 
ing to about 20 per cent of the Jewish 
population in 1882 to be driven into the 
towns and cities. The pale of the Jewish 
settlement previously embracing fifteen 
provinces, suddenly shrunk to a limited 
number of towns. The senate was quick- 
ly overwhelmed with protests against 
the illegal enforcement of the regulations 
and in 1884 was petitioned, though vain- 
ly, for their repeal. The number of 
towns open to Jews has continued con- 
stantly to diminish and the Jews, more 
and more cooped up, have been driven 
hard for a subsistence. As a result the 
towns in which Jews have been cooped 
have been officially pronounced breeding 
places for physical and psychological 
diseases. The ministry of the interior 
in view of. the dangers from this hungry 
protelariat, has decided to open 101 new 
places to Jewish settlers. There are 
many former Jewish colonies which had 
been within recent years transformed 
legally into villages and thus withdrawn 
from the category of permissible places 
of abode for Jews. In thé provinces of 
Chernigov, Ekatorinoslav, and Paltava, 
the authorities have broken up Jewish 
colonies which had existed from time 
immemorial. 

“Among many expedients for driving 
out Jewish settlers under the temporary 
regulations one of the most successful 
was to demand written charters from 
the towns. Those which could not pro- 
duce a charter were at once pronounced 
villages. In this way all the towns in 
Poltava were wiped out of legal exist- 
ence in 1895, and al] the towns of Cher- 
nigov suffered the same fight in 1899. 

“Tn other cases old towns, decayed or 
shifted toward newly built railroads 
Jews were, however, not allowed either 
in the new towns that grew up in their 
place, or in spite of the repeated de- 
cisions of the senate, in the new streets 
of old towns. 

“The ‘temporary regulations,’ it may 
be briefly stated, forbid Jews to move 
into the cities and towns where they 
had not been living when the regulations 
were issued, to remove from one hamlet 
to another, or to acquire or rent land,” 

Agitation Does No Good. 

London, June 29.—Lord Mayor Samuel, 
in a speech yesterday at the’ prize dis- 
tribution of the religion classes at one 
of London's synagogues, said it was quite 
useless to bring agitation to bear in the 
hepe of influencing Russia in regard to 
the treatment of the Jews. Their breth- 
ren in Australia, animated by the most 
generous’ feelings, had sept money and 
had passed a resolution which it became 
his duty to submit to the foreign office. 
In following thelr wishes he was aware 
what the result would be. Therefore, he 
was not surprised when assured that 
this was an interna] matter, and that 
the foreign office could do nothing. 

The Jews of this country, the lord 
mayor ‘continued, desired for their 
brethren in Russia religious equality and 
he believed he was right in saying the 
czar was most anxious that the boon 
should be extended to his Hebrew sub- 
jects. But there were other difficulties 
to overcome. The case was different 
from that of Roumanta, where treaty 
rights were violated. Russia was under 
no treaty obligations and was free to 
manage her internal affairs as she 
thought best. It was only by appealing 
to the better side of the Russian nation, 
and there was a very large better side, 
that they could hope to awaken that 
sense of right which he was convinced no 
amount of agitation could bring about. 
The lord mayor concluded with asking 
the Jewish community to believe he had 
their interests at heart. 

In this connection it has transpired 
that shortly after the Kishinef outbreak. 
the Russian embassy conveyed a per- 
sonal assurance to the lord mayor that 
if he would discountenance anti-Russian 
agitation in London he could depend not 
only that there would be no repetition 
of such attacks on the Jews, but that 
measures would be undertaken to gen- 
erally improve their position in Russia. 


Roosevelt and Cassini Friendly. 

Washington, June 29.—The Associated 
Press is authorized to state that the 
reports in circulation to the effect that 
there is friction between the adminisira- 
tion and Count Cassini, the Russian am- 
bassador, is absolutely without founda- 
tion. It is related that the relations of 
the president and state department with 
Count Cassini are officially and person- 
ally entirely cordial. It is regarded as a 
serious reflection on the sincerity of the 
president to represent his action in for- 
warding the petition relative to the Jews 
in Russia as in any way connected with 
international negotiations in the far east 
or with the faithful manner in which 
Count Cassini has represented his gév- 
ernment at Washington.

For the purpose of acting upon the pro- 
posed charter of Atlanta written by the 
committee of fifteen, the charter commit- 
tee of forty-nine will meet next Monday 
afternoon at 3 o'clock in the council 
chamber at the city hall. The commit- 
tee of forty-nine will also decide what po- 
sition it will take regarding charter re- 
vision in the future. 

Judge Hillyer, in calling the session of 
the committee of forty-nine, proposes 4 
compromise, which is to the effect that 
the present method of selecting members 
of department boards be continued, but 
that the charter empower the mayor and 
general council to change to any other 
System at any time. 

If that compromise for the differences 
upon the question of the selection of 
board members is not accepted, he says, 
he will contend for the provision of the 
charter of the committee of forty-nine, 
which provides for appointment by the 
mayor and ratification by council.

Newport, R. I., June 29.—The new cup 
yacht Relfance proved today her worth 
as a heavy weather boat, when she de- 
feated the Columbia and Constitution in 
a stiff easterly breeze and lumpy sea 
over a 30-mile course, 15 miles of which 
was a beat to windward.
